Of the fourth Order are Intelligencers, ( or Spies ) men of 
inferiour condition, who ſubmit themlelves to the ſervices of great 
men, P cinces, Barons, Noble-men, Citizens, to deceive ( or corrupt ) 
the minds of their maſters, 

2. A Society of ſo many Orders , the Kingdom of England 
nouriſheth : for ſcarce all Spain, France, and Italy, can yield fo 
oreat a multitude of Jeſuits, as London alone; where are found 
more than 50 __ Teſuits, There the ſaid ſociety hath eleed 
ro it ſelf a Seat of iniquity, and hath conſpired againſt the King, 
and the moſt faithful ro the King, eſpecially the Lord Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and likewiſe againſt both Kingdoms. 

3. Foritis more certain than certainty it ſelf, thar the fore- 
named ſociety hath determined to eftc& an univerſal reformation 
of the Kingdom of England and Scotland.

In the year 1609. the Bohemians made a Complaint to the Emperour againſt 
the Feſuits, for the ſame Encroachments of which the Yenetians had accuſed 
them before, deſiring of Ceſar that they might no longer be permitted to tran(. 
fer and tranſlate into their own poſſefſion ſuch ample Patrimonies, under pre- 
- tence of Donations and Legacies, as they did continually. Of which when 
the Emperour took little notice, they were by the Bohemian States themſelves 
in the year 1618. utterly expelled out of that Nation for ever , with theſe 
Characters : 1. That they were laviſh Waſters of the Public Peace and Tran- 
quility of the Nation. 2, That they endeavour'd toſubje all Kingdoms and 
Nations to the Power of the Pope. 3. That they did nothing bur ſet the Mx 
giſtrates together by the Ears. 4. That they made particular Advantage of 
Confeſſions, to thedeſtruRtion of the people : with many other Crimes of the 
ſame nature. 

The ſame year they were expell'd out of Moravia for the ſame Reaſons ; and 
the next year out of Hungaris for the ſame Cauſes. In $zlefia alſo a Decree 
was made, Thar the Jeſ#i#s ſhould not enter that Province upon pain of Death, 
as being the onely means to preſerve peace inthe Nation. 

As to other Villanies 1n-Polaxd, a Polonian Knight, himſelf a Papilt, in an O- 
ration by him made in a full Aſſembly of the Polonia» Nobility, declares, That 
Cracow the moſt Famous City of Poland, and Ornament of the Kingdom, was 
ſo plagu'd by the Feſwirs, that ſeveral good men, though. Catholicks, affirmed, 
That they would rather live in the Woods among wild Beaſts, than abide in 
the City. Onetime among the reſt, theſe Jeſ#its having brought their Con- 
ſpiracy to perfe&ion, brake into the moſt ancient Monument' of Antiquity in 
the City, and to the great danger of the whole City, ſet it on Fire, /as being 
granted to the —_ ics by Conſent of the King, and States 'of the Kingdom.

occalion'd by the P iſts in Maſquerade, who well knew how to intermix them- 
ſelves both in their Counſels and AQions, whether they did not-ſtand' behind 
the Scene and promptthole Sons of Jehv? Whether they did not pour Oy up-

The Queen Regent of France having long delign'd 'the DeſtraQtion of the*Pri- 
tefants in France, and of all the chief Heads of the reformed Religion, and' 2- 
mong the reſt of Admiral Coligni, rhe Life and Soul of the whole EA; PORT 
the Execution, with he Aﬀttance ofthe Duke of Arjou, the Counts of Fav ants 
and Kaix,. and the Chancellor Biragee,, and-cafily-drew-in' the young Kitiz, 
whom they made believe that there was no fafety ſo long as thoſe perfons*were ' 
alive, and the young Gziſes were as ready as ſhe to revenge their Fathers Death,

Bur- the 
Admiral more wary kept aloof, till the King had -begun the War with Spain 
in the Low Countries , which the Admiral had fo paſſionately defir'd, 'and of 
which the King and Queen Regent, had aflur'd him the Management. Then 
hecame an end, ſeeing the War begun, and two of his own Favourites, Nowe 
and Geplis, atthe Head of ſome thouſands in F/anders. And theſe three Great 
Perſonages, the King of Navarr, the Prince of Conde,” and the Admiral C- 
ys brought ſuch Trains after them, as throng'd all Paris with the Flower 
of all the Proteſtant Nobility and Gentry of Fra#ce: Who being all thus with* 
in the Net, Orders were given to make a general Slaughter of all without di- 
ſtintion, excepting the King of Navary, and the Prince of Conde.

Effigies, his Goods Confiſcated , and his Children degraded : Andthe better 
to colour this, two poor innocent Gentlemen that had eſcaped the Maſſacre 
were apprehended for ſaving their Lives, Briquemaut , and Armand de Co. 
vagnes, as his Accomplices, condema'd to the {ame puniſhment , and exe. 
cuted accordingly. 

Thus what theſe did, our late Plotters would have done: We may then 
fay to all Proteſtants in general, .
